Officials Are Instructed 
to Produce Data 


Officials of two New Orleans 
banks have been ordered to 
produce records of the late 
r £8^^..F^rrie in District At- 
torney Jim Garrison's office for 
use in his conspiracy case 
against Clay L. Shaw, 
Subpenas were directed by 
Criminal District Court Monday 
to John E. Was; and Merlin J. 
Van Geffen, comptrollers and 
vice-presidents of the National 
Bank of Commerce and the 
Whitney National Bank, respec* 
tively. 

The subpenas, served by dep- 
uties of Criminal Sheriff Louis 
A. Heyd Jr., resulted from 
court orders signed by Judge 
Matthew S, Braniff, 


President John F. Kennedy. 

Just seven days later Shaw 
was arrested and it was al- 
leged by Garrison's office that 
Shaw, Ferrie and Lee Harvey 
Oswald had conspired- in Fer- 
ric's apartment at 3330 Louisi- 
ana Avenue pkwy, to murder 


The orders instructed the of- 
ficials to produce records of 
Ferric's checking and savings 
accounts in Garrison's 1 office at 
10:30 a. m. Wednesday. 

Ferrie, a former airline pilot, 
was found dead in his apart- 
ment on Feb, 22, four days 
after he was named to as 
a suspect in Garrison's inves- 
tigation of the assassination of 


KUBY INVOLVED 
It was later alleged that Jack 
Ruby, who killed Oswald in a 
Dallas court house, was also 
involved in the conspiracy. 

The orders request the “orig- 
inal ledger sheet and signature 
card and any and all other 
documents, of any nature what* 
soever, pertaining to” Ferrie ’s 
checking and savings accounts. 

The orders said the docu- 
ments were to be available for 
'Inspection and copying,” and 
that they were necessary for 
the state's case against Shaw,
